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N.E.A PREPARES 
FOR SHOWDOWN 
IN INTEGRATION 
CONTROVERSY 


Mild Statement, Same 
as Last Year’s, Is Of- 
fered at Convention 
and Draws Strong 
Opposition. 


Delegates attending the Na- 
tional Education Association con- 
vention here prepared today for 
a showdown fight Friday over 
the issue of racial integration in 
the public schools, 

The N.E.A, resolutions com- 
mittee, at an open hearing yes- 
terday, offered the same mildly- 
worded statement adopted at 
Cleveland last year, but the pro- 
posal was opposed vigorously by 
Negro members and some Nor- 
thern white delegates, 

As proposed, the resolution 
calls only for approaching the 
problem in “a spirit of fair play, 
good will and respect for law.” 

Charles J, Suddeth of San 
Pablo, Calif., Negro principal of 
an elementary school, attacked 
the resolution as “taking no 
stand at all.:.. , It represents a 
victory for those who favor seg- 
regated schools.” 


Action Due Friday. 


The committee, which went 
into closed session after an 
hour’s debate, is expected to sub- 
mit the original resolution at 
the general session Friday. 

Walter Ludwig, a Mamaroneck 
(N.Y.) social science teacher 
and member of the resolutions 
committee, indicated he might 
take the floor then to urge a 
stronger resolution; 

At yesterday’s open session, 
he submitted a minority report 
proposing a statement that the 
N.E.A. “believes in equal edu- 
cational privileges for all chil- 
dren without distinctions based 
on race, religion or national ori- 
gin.” 

For Strong Proposal - 

L. H. Pitts of Atlanta, Ga., 
executive secretary of the Geor- 
gia Teachers and Education As- 
sociation, a Negro N.E.A. af- 
filiate, said he planned to sub- 
mit a stronger proposal on Fri- 
day. 

Southern white delegates said | 
a strongly -worded statement 
would be resented in the Deep 
South and do more harm than 
good. 

Ed Henderson, executive sec- 
retary of the Florida Education 
Association, said: 

‘‘The determination of whether 
public education is going to be 
maintained in Florida will be 
made in Tallahassee, not in New 
York, St. Louis or Washington. 

“The present resolution indi- 
cates some knowledge of the 
problem but it does not make it 
more difficult for us to exercise 
our leadership. I can defend this 
resolution, but if I go home un- 
der a more vigorous statement, 
I must repudiate my member- 
ship in the N.E.A. or lose my 
ability as a leader.” 


Brooks Hays Speaks. 

In a speech last night before 
the Student National Education 
Association, at Hotel Statler Hil- 
ton, former United States Rep- 
resentative Brooks Hays of Ar- 
kansas said the South should 
realize that decisions made at 
the federal level must be re- 
spected, whether liked or not.

ILLINOIS SENAI 
OKS BI-STATE 


Measure Conforms With 
Missouri Law — Up- 
per Chamber Accepts 
House Amendment.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, June 30. 
—A bill bringing Illinois law on 
the Bi-State Development Agency 
into conformity with gf lissouri 
law, a necessary step & permit 
the agency to operate effective- 
ly, was passed by the Senate 
today and sent to Gov William 

G. Stratton. 

The Bi-State agency had been | 
attempting since 1955 to obtain | 
conformance by the two states | 
on laws affecting the agency. | 
The Illinois Senate ‘previously | 
had approved the bill but it 
was amended when passed by 
the House. Today the Senate con- 
curred unanimously in_ the 
amendment. 

If Gov. Stratton signs the bill, 
as he is expected to do, the Bi- 
State Agency will be strengthen- 
ed, -particularly with respect to 
its operations in the St. Louis 
area. 

The Missouri Legislature, at 
its recent session passed a bill 
which eliminated restrictions on 
the agency’s powers which had | 
made it virtually -inoperative. | 
One of the changes was to im- 
prove marketability of revenue 
bonds issued by the agency to | 
finance projects undertaken by | 
it 


Two amendments were adopted | 
by the Missouri Legislature. One 
took*away the agency’s authori- 
ty to develop off-street parking 
facilities. The other prohibited 
the agency from acquiring exist- 
ing grain elevators without con- 
sent of the owners. 

The bill enacted by the Illinois 
Legislature today was intended 
to iron out all differences in 
laws of the two states affecting 
the agency and to bring them

NEW YORK, June 30—The So- 
viet exhibition in New York’s 
Coliseum was open to the public 
today following elaborate cere- 
monies last night in which both 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon 
and the Soviet Union’s First 
Deputy Premier, Frol R. Kozlov, 
called for peaceful competition 
of the two systems they repre- 
sent. 


Earlier President Eisenhower 
had touréd the three floors of 
the exhibit in Kozlov’s company 
followed by a clamorous com- 
pany of newspaper photogra- 
phers. The President, who had 
made a sudden decision Sunday 


to fly to New York for the pre- | 


view, ended his hour-long tour 
by sittiig down with Kozlov for 
a séries of toasts in orange 
juiee, champagné and red wine 
from the Caucasus. 

It was the most remarkable 
exhibition of, hands across the 
great East-West divide since 
the agreement on cultural ex- 
changes between the Soviet Un- 
ion and the United States was 
signed in January 1958. Kozlov 
and Nixon exchanged hearty 
mutual congratulations after 
their respective speeches, beam- 
ing broadly for a battery of 
cameras. 


Rehearsal for Nixon. 


For Nixon this was a rehearsal 
for his own solo effort when on 


outskirts of Moscow. 


After the formal speeches 
Nixon, his wife and their oldest 
daughter, Patricia, toured the 
exhibit with the tireless Kozlov. 
Through an interpreter the Rus- 
sian explained the principal dis- 
plays in the profusion that takes 
in everything from full scale 
models of the Sputniks to the 
latest. Russian soft drinks. When 
their tour ended, the Nixons and 
other special guests were given 
a lavish buffet supper with 
plentiful caviar of both the gray- 
black and the red variety. This 
was followed by a style show. 

Nixon, in his prepared re- 
marks, introduced a note of cau- 
tion, saying it would be com- 
pletely unrealistic to pretend 
that lack of understanding is the 
only obstacle to peaceful friend- 
ship between the two worlds.

All of the casualties appar- 
ently were Okinawans, Police 
said that 60 of the less seriously 
injured were children playing 
in the vicinity of the school, 
where some classes were in 
session. 

The blazing wreckage set fire 
to 30 houses in the vicinity. 

Thousands Rush to Scene. 


Thousands rushed to the scene 
after a local broadcast that 150 
had been killed and 300 hurt. 
The crowds hindered the re- 
moval of the injured to hos- 
pitals by military ambulances. 

It was one of the worst mili- 
tary disasters since World War 
II on Okinawa, biggest United 
States base in the Far East. 
There were immediate political 
repercussions in Tokyo, The 
Japanese Socialist party long 
critical of American administra- 
tion of the former Japanese 
island, said it would bring the 
matter up in Parliament. 

Lt. Gen. Robert W. Burns, 
commander of the Fifth Air 
Force, expressed his ‘‘deep per- 
sonal sympathy” for the victims 
and their families. He planned 
to fly to Okinawa for a personal 
investigation. 

An explosion occurred aboard 
the F-100 Super Sabre jet soon 
after it took off from Kadena 
Air Base, eight miles from Ishi- 
kawa. The pilot, Capt. John G. 
Schmitt Jr. of Chalmers, Ind., 
parachuted to safety. 

Capt. Richard Roussell 
Lockport, La. an eyewitness, 
said the empty plane headed for 
an uninhabited hill, veered 
sharply and finally struck a cor- 
ner of the Miamori elementary 
school. It burst into a shower 
of flaming fragments which 
scattered over the surrounding 
residential district. 


10 Helicopters Sent. 


The Air Force sent 10 heli- 
copters from Naha to help evac- 
uate the injured. Every ambu- 
lance and available Air Force 
medical corpsman hurried to the 
scene. Off-duty service men 
joined in searching the wreck- 
age for the dead and injured. 

“Every effort is being made to 
render all possible aid to those 
injured or otherwise affected by 
the tragic accident,’’ Burns said. 

Brig. Gen. Dale Smith, com- 
mander of the 313th Air Division, 
took personal charge of rescue 
operations. An emergency first 
aid station and a morgue were 
set up in an undamaged part of 
the elementary school. 

After receiving first aid, 45 of 
the injured, including many 
children, were taken by Ameri- 
ean helicopters to the Ruyukus 
Army hospital. 

The plane struck the roof of 
the school’s sixth grade class- 
room where a class was in pro- 
gress. The teacher was hos- 


pitalized.

s,’ Dr. Reiss said. Scientists 
are not certain as to the amount 
of strontium-90 that will cause 
harm to human beings. 

The St. Louis level for April, 
as determined by the Public 
Health Service; was 37.3 micro- 
microcuries (mmc) per liter of 
milk. While this is above the 
international recommendation of 
33, it is well below the 80 mmc. 
maximum regarded as safe by 
the Public Health Service and 
the Atomic Energy Commission. 

Similar Properties. 

One of the difficulties about 
working out the ion-exchange 
method for removing 
activity from milk has been 
that strontium and calcium are 
so similar chemically that they 
tend to behave the same way 
in the resin column, it was said. 

If calcium as well as stron- 
tium is taken out of the milk. 
there remains the problem of 
whether adding calcium back to 
the processed milk can restore 
the milk’s nutritive value, Barry 
Commoner, professor of plant 
physiology at Washington Uni- 
versity, explained. 

Another approach that needs 
looking into, Commoner said, is 
the use of agricultural proc- 
esses to cut down strontium-90 
in milk. He explained that the 
eating habits of cows might in- 
fluence the amount of radio- 
activity that gets into milk. 

Dairy Studies Problem. 

Richard D. Kerckhoff, presi- 
dent of Pevely Dairy Co., said 
his firm had given ‘‘considerable 
time and study” to the stron- 
tium-90 problem and had consid- 
ered the possibility of trying to

No feasible commercial pro- 


cess has yet been worked out, 
_Kerckhoff said. He added that 


evidence that has come to his 
attention thus far indicates that 
the radioactive content in milk is 
very small and “its effect on 
mankind is positively nil.” 
Kerckhoff said there was a 
great deal more strontium-90 in 
certain vegetables and bread 
than in milk. He said he believed 
that publicity about radioactiv- 
ity in milk had caused a “fear 
complex’ that might result in 
health damage by causing peo- 
ple to reduce milk consumption. 


Studies of cattle, he said, have 
not demonstrated that they have 
suffered harm as @ result of 
strontium - 90 intake. He took

the position that processing milk 
for radioactivity, in the light of 
present knowledge, would add 
unjustifiably to the cost of milk 
to the consuming public.

WASHINGTON, June 30 (AP) 
—The Agriculture Department 
judicial officer ruled yesterday 
that it is illegal for dealers 
operating on regulated markets 
to take turns in bidding on live- 
stock.

STATE AGENCIES 
TRIM OPERATIONS 


JEFFERSON CITY, June 30 
(UPI)—A number of state agen- 
cies began tightening their eco- 
nomic belts yesterday in antici- 
pation of the new budgets that 
they must operat on starting to- 
morrow. . 

Despite the record $1,150,652,375 
appropriated by the State Legis- 
lature to operate all state agen- 
cies during the next two fiscal 
years, several departments are 
having to cut back operations or 
revise expansion programs. 

The Division of Health prob- 
ably suffered the heaviest econ- 
omy blow from the lawmakers 
and will have to make the biggest 
number of adjustments. A total 
of $1,491,679 was slashed from 
recommendations of Gov. James 
T. Elair to operate the division 
during the next two years. 

Offices to Be Merged. 

Dr. H. M. Hardwicke, acting 
director, reported two state dis- 
trict health offices will be con- 
solidated into one office here next 
month in one economy move. He 
added that several doctors and 
sanitarians now on the staff may 
have to be released. He predicted 
the work of the sanitarians in 
aiding nursing homes to comply 
with new safety laws will have 
to be curtailed. 

Along with the state reduction 
in funds, Hardwicke’s division 
also suffered nearly a 7 per cent 
cut in federal money for its op- 
eration next year. 

The state health chief report- 
ed the Legislature reduced 
recommendations of the Gover- 
nor by 32 per cent, and slashed 
appropriations for the next year 
3.75 per cent under the division’s 
current operating budget. 

In general revenue funds, 
Hardwicke said $1,081,910 was 
appropriated for the current fis- 
cal year which ends tomorrow 
night. The Legislature provided 
only $1,045,000 in general reve- 
nue money for the next fiscal 
year. Blair had recommended 
$1,439,815. A total of $1,019,385 
in federal funds was allocated 
to the Missouri Division of 
Health for the current fiscal 
year, but it will be reduced to 
$950,564 for next year’s spend- 
ing. 

Hardwicke reported that most 
employes of the state Division 
of Health will be “frozen” at 
their present salaries with little 
hope of a wage increase in the 
next two years. “We will try 
to save services that we per- 
form by consolidation and 
streamlining,”” Hardwicke said. 

He reported that district health 
offices in Sedalia and Washing- 
ton will be consolidated into a 
single office here, headed by 
Dr. J. T. Wells -who is now direc- 
tor of the Sedalia branch. Hard- 
wicke said the consolidation will 
save about $30,000 annually.

Another sharp rise in employ- 
ment has been registered in this 
area, Charles G. DeLargy, local 


manager of the Missouri Em- |~ 


ployment Security Division re- 
ported in the June bi-monthly 
survey of the St. Louis labor 
market. 


During the 60-day reporting pe- 
riod from March 15 to mid-May, 
unemployment declined by 17,- 
800 or 32.9 per cent, and employ- 
ment went up 12,900, or 1.6 per 
cent, he Said. 

Unemployment has declined to 
the level recorded in the sum- 

mer of 1957. “Rising employ- 
ment levels from March to May 
are a sure indication that re- 
covery in the area has finally 
become certain,’’ DeLargy de- 
clared. “This strength in re- 
covery appears to have’ con- 
tinued through. June.’’ 

36,300 Out of Work. 

The number out of work May 
15 was estimated at 36,300, or 
4.4 per cent of the civilian labor 
force, compared to 54,100, or 
6.5 per cent, in mid-March. Un- 
employment has declined by 43,- 
000, or 54.2 per cent, from the 
1958 high of March 15, when the 
number out of work was esti- 
mated at 79,300, or 9.2 per cent 
of the labor force. 

Of those currently unemployed, 
approxicately 27,400 are in the 
Missouri portion of the St. Louis 
labor market and 8900 are on 
the East Side, DeLargy estimat- 
ed 


The labor market includes St. 
Louis, the Missouri counties of 
St. Louis, St. Charles and Jef- 
ferson and Illinois counties of 
Madison and St. Clair. 

Total employment May 15 was 
estimated at 794,800, compared 
with 781,900 in mid-March. 

Strength in the steel industry 
has been one of the primary re- 
covery factors, it was reported. 
Employment in automobile manu- 
facture and related industries has 
held up, and construction work 
has been good 

The increase in non-agricultural 
employment from March to May 
was estimated at 10,300. Stronger- 
than-expected seasonal trends in 
non-manufacturing produced a 
gain of 7400 jobs. In manufac- 
turing, a moderate increase of 
2900 was due largely to an up- 
swing in durable goods. 

Likely to Level Off. 


DeLargy said there is reason 
to believe that area employment 
may level off at about the pres- 
ent figure for the next few 
months. Inventories have been 
built up in anticipation of a steel 
strike, he pointed out; automo- 
bile manufacturers are nearing 
the time for model changes, and 
the vacation shutdowns in plants 
will occur largely in July and 
August. 

The new Chrysler Corp. as- 
sembly plant in St. Louis county 
will be in operation in August, 
he continued, but a considerable 
number of its workers may 
come from the company’s plants 
in other areas. 

The anticipated additional em- 
ployment requirement to Sep 
tember is a modest 3900, De- 
Largy stated. 

As the area’s labor surplus 
dwindles and the economic pic- 


ture improves, there is greater} 


demand for skilled workers such 
as machinists, machine too] op- 
erators and tool and die makers. 
The chronic shortage of en- 
gineers, professional . workers 
and stenographers will continue, 
although temporarily eased by 
school graduations, the survey'| 
concluded.

Dodger Power Play 


That was an excellent article in 
the Post-Dispatch of June 6 on 
Chavez Ravine, the proposed site 
of a stadium for the Los Angeles 
Dodgers baseball team. Several ad- 
ditional points might further clarify 
an issue of wide significance. 


The Federal Government spent 
$5,562,239 in acquiring and develop- 
ing the land for a slum clearance 
and housing project. Residents who 
were removed from the area re- 
ceived written assurance» of first 
priority on public housing planned 
for the Ravine. 


After the housing project was 
blocked, the City of Los Angeles 
bought the tract from the City 
Housing Authority, a federal agen- 
cy, for $1,279,203—a loss of $4,283,- 
036 to the federal treasury. 

The city was able to break its 
contract with the Housing Authority 
under a special law passed by Con- 
gress at the request of Norris Poul- 
son. Poulson, a member of Con- 
gress, defeated Fletcher Bowron 
for Mayor of Los Angeles in the 
spring of 1953. Immediately after 
the election, Poulson went to Wash- 
ington and persuaded his former 
colleagues to pass the law which, 
in addition to permitting the city 
to break the housing contract, made 
the Government liable for the loss. 

The deed of sale on the Chavez 
Ravine land specified that the city 
must use the tract for ‘‘public pur- 
poses only,” .but Poulson again 
showed his resourcefulness. After 
the Mayor persuaded the Brooklyn 
Dodgers to move the team to Los 
Angeles—using Chavez Ravine as 
the principal bait—he got the ‘*pub- 
lic purpose” clause killed. 

As your correspondent noted, the 
United States Supreme Court may 
finally have to decide ‘The Battle 
of Chavez Ravine,”’ but regardless 
of the outcome, the controversy un- 
derscores an acute problem in our 
democracy: Financially powerful 
private groups (in this case the 
real estate lobby first and then 
business interests connected with 
the baseball enterprise) are nearly 
always able to exert excessive in- 
fluence on government to the detri- 
ment of the general public. 

Unfortunately, our democratic 
theory of checks and balances and 
equality before the law does always 
not correspond to the realities of 
power in our modern, industrial so- 
ciety.

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Anti-Inflation Politics 

The Nixon Cabinet committee’s report on 
inflation was bound-tg be a political docu- 
ment, and the congressional reaction accord- 
ingly is on the same plane. Neither the re- 
port nor the reaction offers a great deal of 
help to perplexed citizens who agree that fur- 
ther inflation is undesirable but seek guid- 
ance on what to do about it. 

Mr. Nixon’s committee goes a fast round 
against wage and price controls, and scores 
a clean knockout against a phantom opponent. 
Its stirring case against controls is largely 
irrelevant because nobody advocates them, 
not even Representative Chester Bowles, 
who ought to know all about controls after 
presiding over the wartime OPA. On the 
other hand there is a real danger of inflation- 
ary pressure resulting from an excessive 
steel wage settlement, and yet on this sub- 
ject the Nixon committee is thunderously 
silent. 


The committee might have made a real 
contribution had it undertaken to indicate 
the kind of steel settlement that would be in 
accord with the national interest in eco- 
nomic growth and price stability. But this 
would have conflicted with the Administra- 
tion policy of maintaining the pretense of 
non-intervention. 

When it comes to specifics, the Nixon com- 
mittee has very little to propose except a 
cheer for previous recommendations by the 
President. Writing some kind of anti-infla- 
tionary language into the Employment Act 
would accomplish nothing. Support for a bal- 
anced budget in 1959-60 is now so general 
that the Democrats are competing with the 
Administration as hold-the-liners. In effect, 
then, the Nixon program comes down to one 
item—authorizing an increase in the interest 
ceiling on long-term Government bonds. 


We think the Administration is right in this 
proposal, and we believe the Democrats are 
skirting irresponsibility when they fight it 
with demagogic appeals against high interest 
rates. Senate Majority Leader Lyndon John- 
son does that in describing “mounting costs 
of money” as a primary cause of inflation. 
Rising interest rates are the symptom, not 
the diseasé, and inflation cannot be held in 
check merely by rigging the thermometer. 
Nor can the national debt be managed in a 
non-inflationary way by forcing the Treasury 
to rely on short-term securities which are 
virtually the same as money—and that is the 
alternative to permitting long-term Treasury 
bonds to pay competitive interest rates. 

The Democrats will make a serious mis- 
take if they block the Treasury proposal. Evi- 
dently the House leadership thinks so, for it 
seems to be working toward a deal by which 
the President will be authorized to lift the 
interest ceiling on his own. That would be a 
convenient way of shifting entirely to him 
responsibility for what needs to be done. 

One item of debt management policy, how- 
ever, is a long way from a comprehensive 
anti-inflation policy, and we regret that when 
the Nixon committee’s chaff is blown away 
only this small kernel remains. 


Test for Adenauer’s Party 


As West Germany’s 1038-member electoral 
assembly meets to elect a successor to Presi- 
dent Heuss, American headlines are con- 
cerned largely with Communist protests 
against holding the election in Berlin. The 
1954 election also was held there as a re- 
minder that the city was once the capital of 
a united realm. There were no Communist 
protests then, but neither was there a Com- 
munist-induced Berlin crisis. 


This issue may be less important than . 


those which could emerge from the election 
in the event of an unexpected defeat of Dr. 
Heinrich Luebke, Bonn’s obscure Minister of 
Agriculture and the candidate of the Chris- 
tian Democrats. Chancellof Adenauer and 
Dr. Ludwig Erhard shook hands to prevent 
such a defeat. Yet the Christian Democrats, 
who have a clear majority of 39 in the 
Bundestag, have a majority of only six in the 
electoral assembly, which includes represen- 
tatives of the state parliaments as well as 
Bundestag members. 

The Socialist candidate, Prof. Carlo Schmid, 
is able and popular. It is widely. conceded 
that he would win handsomely if partisanship 
were subordinated to personal qualifications. 
And if Schmid won the presidency, he would 
have a far better chance than any Socialist 
so far to win the chancellorship two years 
from now. The Adenauer-Erhard clash prob- 
ably has impressed the importance of soli- 
darity on the Christian Democrats but defec- 
tions from the Christian Democratic candidate 
are not impossible. Theirs is not an all-Cath- 
olic party like the old Centrists, but a coali- 
tion. Adenauer gave its elements cohesion, 
and it is expected to be strong enough still 
to meet the presidential test. ;

What of the Weapons Lobby? 


If the prototype of a weapon is found to 
be obsolete, while undergoing trials, is there 
any justification for setting up a production 
line? The common sense answer is No, but 
apparently the Pentagon finds it impossible 
to use that cruel word in the ground-to-air 
missile tangle. 

The controversy over the Army Nike Her- 
cules and the Air Force Bomarc has been 
going on for many months. The Nike, with 
its 100-mile range, has been in production 
more than a year. The Bomarc, with 200- 
mile and 400-mile models, has already cost 
$2,000,000,000 but will not be in production 
until September. 

Now the Post-Dispatch military analyst, re- 
tired Gen. Thomas R. Phillips, writes: ‘‘It is 
accepted that Bomarc is an obsolete, and 
even if successfully developed, an ineffective 
air defense weapons system.” 

If that is true, why not drop the Bomarc? 
Gen. Phillips says: “The Post-Dispatch asked 
that question and was told that heads would 
roll if it were canceled. It would be hard to 
explain an expenditure of more than $2,000,- 
000,000 without a useful result.” 

What the Pentagon is saying, as we make 
it out, is that more money must be wasted 
in order to cover up the fact that $2,000,000,- 
000 has been spent on an obsolete weapons 
system. 

Is Congress going to stand still for that? 
Unfortunately it may. Some Senators and 
Representatives have made no secret of ef- 
forts to influence them in favor of Bomarc. 
And when President Eisenhower was asked 
recently about a “munitions lobby,” he made 
clear that he believed influences other than 
military considerations play an unwarranted 
part in the defense debate.

At issue in the Greene case was the ques- 
tion whether the Defense Department had the 
authority to withdraw Mr. Greene’s clearance 
for secret work being done by his company, 
Engineering and Research Corp. of Riverdale, 
Md., for the Navy. The litigant in the case 
was vice president in charge of engineering 
at $18,000 a year when he was ordered barred 


Navy projects were being carried out.” 


This led to Mr. Greene’s dismissal by his 
company, even though Col. Henry A. Ber- 
liner, board chairman and principal stock- 
holder, commended him strongly as “most 
valuable,” and otherwise welcome to stay “in 
the employment of the company indefinitely.” 
Subsequently he was reduced to working as a 
draftsman at $4400 a year. 

Dealing with this aspect of the case, Chief 
Justice Warren said for the majority: 


Certain principles have remained rela- 
tively immutable in our jurisprudence. 
One of these is that where governmental 
action seriously injures an individual, and 
the reasonableness of the action depends 
on fact findings, the evidence used to 
provide the Government’s case must be 
disclosed to the individual so he has an 
opportunity to show that it is untrue. 

While this is important in the case of 
documentary evidence, it is even more 
important where the evidence consists of 
the testimony of individuals whose mem- 
ory might be faulty or who, in fact, 
might be perjurers or persons motivated 
by malice, vindictiveness, intolerance, 
prejudice or jealousy. We have formal- 
ized these protections in the require- 
ments of confrontation and cross- 
examination. 


These safeguards were lacking in the pro- 
cedure used against Mr. Greene, who was ac- 
cused of past association with Communists, 
among them his former wife, Jean Hinton, 
from whom he was divorced in 1947. The nar- 
row but firm basis of the Warren opinion was 
that there was no explicit authorization for 
the Government’s proceeding. The decision 
took pains to refrain from saying whether 
congressional action is necessary, whether 
the President has inherent authority to create 
such a program, or what the limits on execu- 
tive or legislative authority may be. 

We are confident the Court, like most citi- 
zens, would uphold a properly safeguarded 
security system for defense industries. What 
it has said is that security must be achieved 
with full respect for the historic constitutional 
rights of the individual. In holding that 
William Lewis Greene was denied these 
rights, the Court has not struck down the 
idea of national security, but has given a most 
welcome emphasis to “our traditional ideas 
of fair procedure.” 


W heat Bill Veto 


President Eisenhower's veto of the stopgap 
wheat bill, which was expected, ends the last 
frail hope of some minimum emergency ac- 
tion at this session of Congress to hold down 
the huge wheat surplus. Taxpayers can look 
forward to a Federal Government investment 
in this farm commodity of $3,500,000,000 
by July, 1960, and to further and more vio- 
lent wrangling in Congress and on the cam- 
paign trails in the election next year. The 
high price-support bill would have reduced 
acreage, but whether it would have saved 
money is doubtful. The President thought it 
unlikely it would decrease substantially the 
annual $700,000,000 cost of the present pro- 
gram which embraces marketing quotas, a 
national allotment of 55,000,000 acres and 
supports at 75 per cent of parity. There is 
no reason to suppose farmers will not vote 
to continue the program when a referendum 
is held July 23. 


A Fairer Tax-Structure 


Mayor Tucker’s announcement that ap- 
proval of the earnings tax Charter amend- 
ment will pave the way for certain additional 
tax reductions next spring provides still an- 
other positive reason for a Yes vote July 14. 
The others are: 

(1) An earnings tax rise will automatically 
mean repeal of the higher property, sales and 
gasoline taxes, as well as of the rubbish-col- 
lection fee, reluctantly voted by the Aldermen 
to produce the $4,500,000 in new money the 
city needs to maintain present services. 

(2) Since the earnings tax gives everybody 
with a stake in St. Louis’s future a share in 
the cost ofeassuring it, city taxpayers will not 
have to carry the whole burden alone. About 
35 cents out of every dollar raised by the levy 
on earnings comes from non-residents who 
earn their living in the city. 

And now the Mayor says that by doubling 
the earnings tax in July it ought to be pos- 
sible next spring to reduce other levies that 
St. Louisans are largely carrying without help 
from non-residents—taxes on property, gaso- 
line, cigarettes and the like. 

Or as an alternative it is possible that the 
earnings tax could be changed so as to per- 
mit some equitable form of exemptions. 

These options are not mere dreams at City 
Hall. The Board of Estimate, the arbiter of 
municipal fiscal policy, is agreed that some 
form of tax relief will be possible at the start 
of the 1959-60 fiscal year next April pro- 
vided the earnings tax amendment passes. 
Members of the Estimate Board are Mayor 
Tucker, Comptroller Poelker and Aldermani 
President Cervantes. 

The earnings tax increase, in short, is not 
only a way to raise revenue. It is a way to 
improve the fairness and equity of the mu- 
nicipal revenue system—to distribute more 
justly the cost of necessary city services. If 
St. Louisans examine the facts and act on 
them July 14, there is not much doubt that 
the proposal will attract the three-fifths ma- 
jority it requires to pass.

The Fallacy of Excessive Sentences 
They Discourage Rehabilitation and Ultimately Hurt Society

Perhaps the greatest difficulty in 
turning out rehabilitated men is that 
the courts and juries themselves in 
many instances impose such excessive- 
ly long and definite sentences that all 
incentive for readjustment is de- 
stroyed. 

There is a time when remorse trig- 
gers a determination for rehabilita- 
tion. If a prisoner can be released at 
that psychological period there is an 
excellent chance that, with fair eco- 

nomic and social

tence and of those 
of others received 
in the same institution. Inmates ana- 
lyze the circumstances surrounding 
their crime and those of similar cases. 
They cannot help but notice that in 
one instance a judge may give a sen- 
tence of 50 years, while in another 
court, in another jurisdiction, under 
different public reaction and news- 
paper publicity, the sentence may be 
as low as one year. 


Public Opinion 


In Illinois, where the definite sen- 
tence law is now in effect, making it 
possible for the courts to set a definite 
sentence, this is particularly an un- 
fortunate but a common happening. 


Prior to 1941 in Illinois, there was 
in effect an indeterminate sentence 
law, which made it possible for the 
prison officials and the parole board 
to give more consideration for release 
when it was felt the inmate was prop- 
erly adjusted. 


However, certain newspapers took 
out after the parole board when they 
felt that it had prematurely released 
some prisoners on parole. 


This has made it far more difficult 
to carry out a successful rehabilitation 
program because the inmates do not 
have the incentive, nor is it possible 
to reward them for good behavior, and 
it has also hampered inmate morale. 

Almost as difficult a problem to cope 
with as the excessively long prison 
term is the definite prison term im- 
posed by many judges. By this I mean 
such ferms as one year to one year 
and one day. 


Judges who impose sentences of this 
kind probably wish that the prisoner 
serve a definite sentence, but when 
they set a maximum they do not make 
it possible for prison officials to re- 
ward the good inmate over one who 


is a continuous source of trouble. Dis- 
heartened, embittered prisoners are 
always a source of trouble to good 
prisoners, and to the administration 
of a penal institution. 


An embittered, person leaving a cor- 
rectional institution is a bad risk and 
a costly product for the state as well 
as society in general. 


If, then, it were possible for the 
prison officials, who are closest to the 
inmates, to work out programs with 
the paroling authorities which, would 
take into consideration to a tertain 
extent the crime for which they were 
incarcerated, the background of the 
individual and his adjustment while in 
the prison, there is.no doubt in my 
mind but what many of the 95 per 
cent who are ultimately released from 
prison would never return. 


If there were more consideration 
given to indefinite sentences, allowing 
discretion on the part of correctional 
officers as to the time of release, I 
am convinced that the interest of so- 
ciety would be far better protected, 
and that the thousands of men who 
will be sentenced to correctional insti- 
tutions in the years to come would 
appreciate being handled like human 
beings and upon their release would 
become law-abiding, self-supporting, 
tax-paying citizens.

WILLIAM DEAN HOWELLS: THE 
DEVELOPMENT OF A NOVELIST, 
by George N. Bennett. (University of 
Oklahoma Press, 220 pgs., $4.)

—‘‘A Modern In- 
stance,” ‘The Rise

quite good, but he praises Howell’s 
“high artistic and moral purpose” 
without always demonstrating that the 
purpose was achieved. 


In his ardent defense of realism, 
Howells eschewed happy endings, he- 
roes and heroines. ‘‘His people were 
real, but they were average,”’ says 
Mr. Bennett. Rarely does one care 
about characters caught in eddies of 
“the simple, the natural, and the hon- 
est,”” which Howells upheld as litera- 
ture’s most important qualities. 


While Howells disdained melodrama 
and tragedy, coincidence occurs fre- 
quently in his works, probably because 
Howells was less an artist than a real- 
ist who recognized how much more 
important and frequent coincidence is 
in real life than in art. 

Like Turgenev, Tolstoi, James and 
Mark Twain—all of whom he admired 
—Howells sought to mirror truth and 
reality. But the world he reflected

The political problems and achieve- 
ments of modern Italy constitute the 
theme of Denis Mack Smith’s volume 
in the University of Michigan History 
of the Modern World, Liberalism, na- 
tionalism, and totalitarianism pervaded 
the scene from 1861 to the end of 
World War II.

been updated. 

The menu, the way in which 
the food is prepared and served 
are all strictly in tune with the 
times. Freezers aid picnic pre- 
paredness; convenience foods, 
dry - cold refrigerants, portable 
food storage and barbecue 
equipment have broadened the 
horizons of picnic meals. Smart- 
ly styled paper plates, cups 
and napkins add a note of out- 
of-door luxury. (Some dispos- 


able paper tablecloths now 
have corner tape tabs to keep 
them smoothly in place in brisk 
.breezes). In short, we now dine 
in style even on an outiag. 


A picnic has been described ag 
a vacation in vignette, a few 
hours or a whole day away from 
it all. Under the sun or under the 
stars, afloat, afield or on the pa- 
tio, the Fourth of July picnic is 
one of the fun meals of the year.

Roastin’ Ears 


The knight of the modern 
roundtable — the backyard chef 
and his portable charcoal grill 
—searches for the best recipes. 
He serves his own special ’bur- 
gers, of course, between sliced 
buttered bakers’ buns which can 
be wrapped in foil and warmed 
on the grill. 

He ingeniously keeps the po- 
tato salad cold by serving it from 
the top section of a double boiler, 
the bottom section being filled 
with ice cubes. 

And his specialty is this Bar- 
becued Roast Corn, a cooking 
adventure. It’s fresh corn 
brushed with a barbecue butter, 
foil-wrapped and roasted on the 
grill. 

Barbecued Roast Cora. 

One cup soft butter or marga-

Four teaspoons vinegar.

picnic to satisfy individual fan- 
cies and the mood of the mo- 
ment. For example, spread slices 
of cold meat with mustard or 
other condiment, then stack the 
spread sides together for pack- 
ing. (This seasons the meat, 
while it prevents the bread, 
packed separately, from becom- 
ing soaked.) 

Hasten sandwich making for a 
crowd by taking loaves of uncut 
French bread to the picnic site. 
Cut the bread in half lengthwise, 
arrange the filling, then slice the 
loaf into individual sandwiches. 


Sandwiches made with cooked 
meat fillings may be frozen 
ahead and thawed just before the 
picnic. Allow about three hours 
thawing time at room tempera- 
ture, or approximately half this 
time at higher out-of-door tem- 
peratures.

And they taste so good, because 
they actually cook in their own 
juices. 


one side at a time.) 


The covered “‘pans’’—w hich 
are actually foil—are shaped like 
the old-fashioned roasting pans 
that had covers as deep as the 
pans themselves. To make them, 
turn the frozen vegetable onto a 
square of foil and lay on top of 
it another square of identical 
shape; seal by rolling edges to- 
gether. There is thus no differ- 
ence in shape or depth between 
pan and cover—cook on one side 
for half the time, then on the 
other. The side-seal prevents 
dripping of the vegetable juices. 


Two 12-inch squares of the 
heavy foil make a “pan-with- 
cover.” Lacking heavy foil, use 
a double thickness of foil for 
top, another double thickness for 
bottom. For seasoning, lay a 
pat of butter or margarine on 
the bottom piece of foil before 
placing the frozen vegetable on 
it. Place a second pat of butter 
on the vegetable and sprinkle 
with salt (and pepper if desired) 
before adding the top square of 
foil. Roll edges together to make 
a perfect seal but do not Wrap 
the vegetable tightly, to allow 
room for steam. Let the vege- 
table stand at room temperature 
three hours before cooking over 
campfire. (For an all-day outing, 
there’s time for the vegetables 
to defrost for cooking during a 
two- or three-hour morning 
drive.)

PLEA FOR MORE GAS IT’S OUTDOOR EATING TIME AT... 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, June 30—La- 
clede Gas Co. and the City of 
St. Louis urged today that Mis- 
sissippi River Fuel Corp.- make | 
available more natural gas to 

| public and private distributors 
in the St. Louis area. 

The request was made at the 
opening of a hearing before the 
Federal Power Commission into 
a complaint by Laclede that Mis- 
sissippi River Fuel, which has its 
offices in St. Louis, has refused 
to increase the amount of natural 
gas it supplies to Laclede. 

Four other gas distributors 
joined Laclede and the city in| 
seeking to compel the pipeline 
firm to provide additional gas 
supplies. 

Opposition to the request was 
expressed by representatives of | 
Mississippi River Fuel and by a 
number of industrial firms on the | 
east side of the Mississippi river 
in the St. Louis area. They said 
that providing additional gas to | 
distributors would simply de- 
crease supplies available to in- 
dustrial customers. 

William A. Daughterty of 
New York, attorney for the pipe- 
line firm, said Mississippi River 
Fuel does not have the capacity 
to increase the amount of gas a 
supplies to Laclede and other 
customers. 

“This is merely a matter « 
cutting up the pie,” he said. 
“‘We haven't got any more pie | 
in the pantry.” 

Norman Gundlach, attorney 
representing several East Side | 
industrial firms, asserted it | 
would be ‘‘manifestly unfair to 
increase supplies to these dis- | 
tributors if it would curtail sup- 
plies to industrial users.”’ 

Industries on the East Side 
would suffer unfair damage “‘so | 
that some people on the west 
side of the Mississippi river 
could be a little higher on the 
hog, using gas instead of some 
other fuel to heat their homes,” 
he added. 

John J. Shanahan, associate | 
city counselor of St. Louis, said | 
the present supply of natural | 
gas in the city is ‘‘grossly in- 
adequate.” ; 

Continuing, he said: “This 
inadequacy in the supply of 
natural gas in particularly de- 
plorable in the case of the City | 
of St. Louis, which was the | 
pioneer in the development and | 
adoption of smoke control meas- 
ures designed to protect its 
citizens against the hazards of 
air pollution. 

“An adequate supply of 
natural gas is essential to the 
furtherance of this program.” 


JOSEPH CROWLEY IN U.S.

Thirteenth -inning homers by 
Jim Davenport and Willie Mays 
finally broke it up and gave 
Mike McCormick his seventh vic- 
tory of the year. McCormick en- 
tered the game in the ninth in- 


ning and went the rest of the | 


way to best Stan Williams who 
took over from Sandy Koufax in 
the thirteenth. 
Cepeda Injured. 

First-baseman Orlando Cepeda 
of the Giants was struck in the 
face by a liner off Willie Kirk- 
land’s bat in the thirteenth.

s he like?” —

JACK PAAR 


Jack is basically shy. He wants to be recognized. He is 
not an entertainer. He cannot sing well, do a dance or play 
the piano. He is a catalyst for entertainers and, ironically, 
he is the envy of the stars he invites to his program. When 
he takes a week off—which is often—the show sounds like 
amateur night at the Bijou. The same faces are present; 
the same repartee; the same songs, but without Paar’s little 
boy wonderment in the presence of the stars, they are nothing. 
The show is nothing. 

He has his weaknesses. The greatest is his sensitivity.

Like Jack Webb 
and Ed Sullivan, he must be his own producer and 
his own director as well as his own star because what 
he is selling is himself, and no one knows how to do 
that as well as Jack Paar. 


Before the show, he usually broods and sulks. He sits 
alone in a small dressing room, making himself up out of a 
fancy brief case, looking at jokes and other material which he 
throws into a basket. He is always certain that this particular 
show is going to fall flat. 

It doesn’t. All the show needs to put it over is Paar 
grinning at the “people, cracking weak jokes, an assortment 
of women on a couch trying to draw their skirts over their 
knees, and Jose Melis and his boys hidden in a nearby teJe- 
phone booth. It doesn’t need anything else: No one has to be 
extraordinarily bright or witty. 

The effect is electrifying. Scores of millions of people 
hang on his every I-kid-you-not. If he says something nice 
about an old star, the star is reborn. If Jack likes a book, 
it hits the best-seller list. If he likes a song, it’s in.

AN INDIAN MOUND near Ca- 
hokia State Park, just across the 
river in Illinois, is being ex- 
cavated through the joint efforts 
of the Illinois State Museum and 
a team of local amateur arche- 
ologists. 

We drove on a sunny Saturday 
morning over thé Mississippi and 
through East St. Louis to the 
park, about four miles east of 
the city limits, 


Here and there on the other- 


wise perfectly flat river bottom 
land were scattered mushroom- 
shaped mounds, some large, 
some small, but at the park it- 
self a huge mound loomed up, 
deminating the scene. This, park 
custodian Joseph Webb said, is 
called Monk’s Mound after a 
colony of Trappist monks who 
lived on the Indian site about 
1810. He went on to say that it 
is the largest man-made earthern 
site in the United States and pos- 
sibly the Western Hemisphere 
and is part of a group that at one 
time numbered 85, but many of 
these on farming lands have been 
leveled over the years. 

After a climb to the summit of 
the imposing mound and a quick 
tour of the park’s small museum 
containing a collection of Indian 
artifacts, hoes, pots, clubs and 
so on, we made our way to a 
mound two blocks east of the 
park behind a large mercantile 
store, known as “Grandpa’s,”’ 
where Mr. Webb said the group 
we were looking for was hard 
at work. 

The group included Dr. Joseph 
R. Caldwell, from the state mu- 
seum; Joseph Berta, an avid 
local amateur archeologist, and 
a crew of workmen. From the 
looks of things, the work was 
going well. A 10-foot section had 
been marked off on the mound, 
running from its crown down 
the western slope to the base, 
and the crew had excavated 
about 6 inches of top soil from 
the section. As they worked, 
they picked up pieces of broken 
pottery (sherds) and put them in 
paper bags. 

Dr. Caldwell, a slim,  dark- 
haired young man, explained4hat 
the work had just begun and they 
expected the job to take about 
three weeks, at which time it 
would be better to return and get 
the full story. 

While waiting for Caldwell and 
associates to get to the bottom 
of the mound, we put in a little 
time on research on the Cahokia 
mounds, and found that through 
the years digging has gone on at 
intervals, with what could be 
called scientific digs conducted 
in 1922 by a Dr. Moorehead for 
the State of Illinois to encourage 
purchase of the area for a park, 
by the University of Illinois, and 
within the last several years by 
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existed there. 


the Gilcrease Foundation of 
Tulsa, Unfortunately, no site of 
an excavated mound has been 
preserved as an exhibit. The 
artifacts have been removed to 
museums or private collections 
for preservation. 

A 1938 account of the mounds 
by Dr. P. F. Titterington, a St. 
Louis physician who has long 
had a keen interest in Indian 
archeology, describes the razing 
of the Powell mound to fill in a 
low area. Dr. Titterington report- 
ed that about the middle of the 
40-foot mound the contractor un- 
covered a group burial, and was 
kind enough to permit a number 
of observers to see the burial 
at close range by putting them 
in the scoop of his shovel and 
raising them up to the level of 
the grave. The burials had been 
laid on cedar sticks covered with 
an outer layer of marginella 
shells, a kind of small snail. 

Several weeks later, Dr. Cald- 
well phoned to say the mound 
had been excavated to its base, 
with the result that we again 
went to the Cahokia area. Gath- 
ered at the mound were Dr. 
Caldwell, a crew of hired work- 
ers, and another amateur arche- 
eologist, Leonard Blake, an em- 
ploye of St. Louis Union Trust 
Co., and his 12-year-old daughter, 
Helen. 


The appearance of the mound 
had changed drastically. What 
had been the marked-off section 
was now a deep gash some 18 
feet deep, which had been exca- 
vated with the precision of a 
surgeon’s skill. 

Dr. Caldwell halted operations 
on the dig and suggested a climb 
down into the pit for a closer 
look. Crawfishing down a rath- 
er slender ladder, we could see 
that the sides of the mound had 
been marked off in horizontal 
layers, each about two feet 
thick. 


“This was not one mound, but 
10 mounds,” explained Cald- 
well, “each layer representing a 
different era of building. We 
won't know the exact age of the 
layers until we submit material 
from each to radiocarbon test- 
ing, which requires a year to 
complete. We place the age of 
these mounds at around 1000 to 
1400 A.D. Anyway, by the time 
the French arrived, the Indians 
had completely disappeared.” 


At the eastern end of the pit, 
Dr. Caldwell pointed out a row 
of holes, each about the size of 
a saucer. “‘These are post holes. 
They’re a dime a dozen in digs, 
but they do show that a building 
of some sort once stood here. 
The posts have long ago rotted 
away, but the holes remain.” 


We asked who these mound- 
building people were and why 
they built them. ‘“‘We’re unable 
to identify them as to tribe, but 
call them Mississippians, a farm- 
ing and hunting people who in- 
habited this valley about 1000 
A.D. and who may have spoken 
a Siouan language. The mounds 
evidently served as platforms on 
which were erected temples and 
other public buildings. 

‘‘We think the women did most 
of the work of building, scooping 
up the dirt in baskets and carry- 
ing it load by load to the mound. 
From the debris found in the 
mounds, we feel that muth of 
the dirt was gathered from the 
surrounding village area. What 
we have come across so far in 
this mound could be classified as 
trash—broken bits of pottery, a 
bone needle, a bone awl and a 
few stones which show signs of 
rubbing. 

“This work takes a lot of time 
and money. If we had a million 
dollars, we could probably do 
quite a job on Monk’s Mound 
over there.”

IN JUST ABOUT every home 
you'll find a few pieces of rick- 
ety furniture. This condition is 
due to loose joints and the best 
thing to do is to go to work and 
repair the joints before things 
get worse. 

On many pieces where condi- 
tions are not too bad you'll find 
that the joint while loose is still 
pretty tight fitting. For these, 
what you want to do is get wood 
glue into the joint. This can be 
done by working as much glue 
into the joint as you can with 
a small piece of wood such as 
a toothpick, and then moving 
the piece back and forth to 
force the glue as deeply into the 
joint as possible. Another trick, 
after applying the glue around 
the edge of the joint, is to turn

the piece up in such a way that 
the glue will flow down into the 
open joint. If the joint is very 
loose you won’t have any trouble 
getting the glue into it but un- 
less the pieces fit snugly to- 
gether, the glue won't have 
much effect. What you can do in 
this case is to take small slivers 
of wood, coat them with glue and 
force them down into the joint 
to act as wedges to hold the 
pieces tight together. The ends 
of these wedges can be trimmed 
off flush with the top of the joint 
and painted or stained. 

Of course, when all joints are 
loose it’s best to take the entire 
piece of furniture apart, remove 
all the old glue from the joints 
with sandpaper and then put the 
piece back together again.

We asked the doctor to fill us 
in on his background, and it 
seems that, like most archeolo- 
gists, he has led a roving ex- 
istence. Born in Cleveland, 
raised in Buffalo and with a 
Ph.D. in archeology from the 
University of. Chicago, he has 
worked in a number of states in 
America, in Iraq at Nippur, an 
ancient Sumerian city, and in 
Iran at Tall-e-Ghazir, an Elamite 
site of Biblical times. 

In Iraq, the expedition em- 
ployed the famed Shergatis, the 
master craftsmen of archeology. 
“One day,” said Caldwell, “I 
was directing a Shergati, when 
he suddenly hesitated, shook his 
head and stopped. I had to get 
hold of an interpreter to find 
out what the trouble was. It 
seemed that this particular Sher- 
gati had been instructed previ- 
ously by two famous archeolo- 
gists in differing methods of ex- 
cavation, and he sorrowfully told 
the interpreter, ‘‘Now he (nod- 
ding at Caldwell) wants me to 
do it another way.’”’ Shergatis 
are also known for their oiliness 
in money matters, being ‘rich 
enough to afford slaughtering a 
calf once a week, while the or- 
dinary laborers get by on rice. 

“A funny thing happened on 
my very first dig in Georgia,” 
said Caldwell, smiling.

ONE OF MY MOST INTERESTING experiences lately 
was serving as a judge in the Miss Missouri contest June 20.

Moles and Freckles 


“DEAR DR. MOLNER: I am quité concerned about a 
large number of freckles and moles which have appeared on 
my back and face in recent years. 

“Can anything be done to lighten the freckles or prevent 
the appearance of more? 

“What causes moles? Is there any way I can prevent 
more from appearing? I have about 30 now.”  &B. B. C. 

Moles and freckles aren’t the same—except they have in 
common the fact that they are colored spots on the skin. The 
spots means that pigment (coloring matter) has accumulated 
in those areas. So now let’s consider them individually: 


Moles generally are the result of some minor od- 
dity in skin make-up. They sometimes have a tendency 
to increase in number as we grow older. Again, we 
may never have any besides whatever ones we were 
born with—and it is a rare person who doesn’t have 
at least one somewhere on the body. 


There are all sorts of moles—brown, “blue” which means 
that the dark coloring matter is buried fairly deep in the 
skin; red, purple, yellow and even white. Some are hairy, 
some are not. 

Most moles don’t cause any trouble. If they are disfigur- 
ing, they can be removed surgically—and since they are on 
the surface, the surgery is simple. From the medical stand- 
point, they are best removed if they are on the collar line, 
belt line, palm of the hand, sole of the foot, or on a part of 
the face where you shave. That is, remove them if they are 
so located as to be subject to constant chafing or irritation. 

In addition, any mole that changes size rapidly, changes 
eolor, itches or becomes scaly, should be removed as a pre- 
caution against its becoming malignant. 


Freckles, unlike moles, are the result of ultra- 
violet light (whether from the sun or sun lamp). It 
causes the pigment to clot at spots. Freckles often 
fade in winter and come back in summer. When I 
say “fade” I don’t mean they are likely to disappear 
entirely. 


There are ointments, lotions arfd various home remedies 
intended to “bleach” freckles, but frankly, I don’t know of 
any that are effective. 

If you tend to freckle, some of the sunburn preparations 
which “filter” the sunlight may retard or minimize their 
formation, but don’t think that means you can pour on some 
lotion and then expect to have a different kind of skin. I 
said “retard.” Not prevent. 

There are cases in which chemicals can be used by a 
physician to remove the outer portion of skin—and the freck- 
les. This is, obviously, a delicate process, and should not be 
attempted by anyone but an expert. And it doesn’t change 
your skin. The new surface will freckle, too. 

So for all practical purposes, I say the only thing to do 
about freckles is learn to like ‘em, or to cover them up with 
cosmetics: Personally, I don’t think freckles are objectionable 
at all.

ment as a public school teacher, 
and she faces a crucial opera- 
tion on her eyes.

Their philosophies about 
preaching and praying are as 
one. And the Bible is their favor- 
ite reading. 

Both came from German 
homes where a single word of 
English, brought into the con- 
versation, was promptly kicked 
out again with the stern parental 
rebuke: “In diesem haus wird 
Deutsch gesprochen.”” (In this 
house German is spoken.) Their 
separate churches, springing 
from a single root in the old 
country, had worship services 
and class instruction in German 
until World War I. 

Miss Weinerth, gray-haired 
and bespectacled, with laughter 
in her eyes, still lives in the old 
family homestead at 250 Fannie 
street, Lemay, sharing it with a 
niece she reared, Miss Adele E. 
Kuhl. This used to be known as 
Luxemburg, a tight little ‘cluster 
of German-speaking homes sep- 
arated from St. Louis city by the 
River Des Peres and large 
farms. 

She was teaching in the old 
Luxemburg School when Bethes- 
da Church was organized in 
1907 in a little frame building on

East Etta avenue. Two years 
later, she joined, and within a 
few months was at the Sunday 
School post she was destined to 
hold for more than a_half- 
century, 

“There were 27 pupils in that 
first Sunday School,” she re- 
called, ‘and the offering was 27 
cents. Today, we have an enroll- 
ment of 325 and an offering of 
between $35 and $40.” 

This reflects the change in the 
neighborhood, as the swelling 
population has pushed over into 
county areas creating suburban 
communities in ever-widening 
circles. Gone are the corn and 
wheat fields. In their place are 
paved streets, houses, schools 
and churches. 

“IT realized back in those 
days that the only religious 
training many boys and girls 
received was that one hour on 
Sunday morning,” Miss Wei- 
nerth said. “I felt that I was 
called to teach and knowing 
that God wants us to make the 
most of the talents He gives 
us, I offered my services to 
help in the Sunday School. I 
didn’t know then that I would 
still be there 50 years later.” 

But even as she approached 
it, the half-century mark held 
little significance for Miss 
Weinerth. As a matter of fact, 
she forgot all about it, and al-

Hospital Problem 


NEW YORK, June 30. 

NEW YORK CITY is going through a hospital crisis which, 
I am sure, must be similar to problems experienced by hos- 
pitals in other cities and rural areas of the country. 

One facet of the situation here was pointed up in a news- 
paper editorial which discussed the question of New York 
City paying the cost of indigent patients’ care in the city’s 
voluntary hosiptals. 

The editorial said that in the 1953 election campaign 
Mayor Robert F. Wagner promised to vote for an increase 
in the Board of Estimate’s allotment to voluntary hospitals 
for such patients so as to meet the actual cost. And, the 
editorial pointed out, the city’s Department of Hospitals 
admits “that its general patient care now costs the city $28 
a day.” 

The amount paid by the city government has been 
$16 a day, and on July | the city will begin paying $20 

a day, which is still $8 short of the actual cost 


simple to work out the actual cost, and since 
Mayor has agreed it should be paid by the city, it 
seems that it would be well for the Board of Esti- 


mate to try to find a way to meet this expense. 


But there is a basic question that remains unanswered, 
and it is this: 

In his 1959-60 budget message the Mayor said: ‘The city 
would be compelled to maintain an even larger city hospital 
system if it were not for the assistance and co-operation of 
those voluntary hospitals. Rising costs of patient care have 
made serious inroads into the financial stability of these insti- 
tutions as they have absorbed the deficits incurred in the 
care of our city charge patients.” 

This certainly indicates the Mayor tried to redeem his 
campaign promise. But, I am told, there are city hospitals 
with many empty beds, even though some are filled to ca- 
pacity. 

So, as long as there are beds available to accommodate a 
major number of these patients, the Board of Estimate is 
justified in questioning the need for sending these patients to 
the voluntary hospitals. 


I am told that the voluntary hospitals want these 
patients because, unless they did take them, they 
would lose their status as charitable institutions and 
be classed among those that are paid for the actual 
accommodations and care received, 


. This charge is too high for many people with moderate 
incomes, so it might well be that the hospitals should be 
more honest with the public and make their appeal on the 
basis of providing care for those who pay as much as they 
are able but still cannot cover the cost of present-day hos- 
pital care. | 

This, of course, draws us into the whole field of hospital 
medical insurance. But I think it is high time that we rec- 
ognize the fact that wages of staff employes should not be 
kept low to meet hospital deficits. Good management re- 
quires a living wage for all employes and a thorough under- 
standing of the situation, for both the city and voluntary hos- 
pitals serve the community as a’ whole.

Kelipses of the Sun

NOW AND THEN I receive a 
qyestion like this: “When will 
the next eclipse of the sun take 
place?” 

No eclipse of the sun is due 
this summer, but one is to come 
on Oct. 22. It will be observed 
as a partial eclipse by millions 
of persons along the ‘eastern 
coast of North America. 


plan 

The same old cause will bring 
about the eclipse of the sun. The 
moon will get in the way, and 
will block out the sun’s light 
along a pathway. 

Q. How can an object which 
is a tiny fraction of the 
size of the sun block our view? 

A. The moon is close, com- 
pared to the sun. The sun is al- 


most 4000 times as far away. 
The blocking of sunlight takes 
place over only a small propor- 
tion of the earth’s surface. 

Astronomers know about 
eclipses years in advance; “They 
are able to tell the dates, also 
the path of the eclipses and the 
exact times they will "b&@ ob- 
served in various places.
